Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Lee (US 6,354,193). Lee clearly discloses a frying pan (30) having a handle (301 ) a 
metal rack located on a top surface of the pan including a plurality of rollers (31) having

a first gear (44) located on a first end thereof, a selected roller of the plurality of rollers 
having a roller shaft (45), a plurality of second gears (42) located between each set of 
two adjacent first gears (44), and a turning mechanism (41 ) directly connected to the 
roller shaft of the selected roller and controlling the rotation of the plurality of rollers. 
Thus, the features of the instantly rejected claims are structurally met by the reference. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee (US 

6,354,193) in view of Hoffert (US 3,331 ,308). The patent to Lee discloses the claimed 

subject matter except for the turning mechanism being a crank. The patent to Hoffert 

discloses that it is known in the art to have a crank or hand turning mechanism (21 ) for 

turning rollers. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 

time the invention was made to have substituted into Lee a hand turning mechanism or 

crank in the manner suggested by Hoffert in order to turn the rollers by hand, if desired.
